Repowering Puerto Rico 

Duke Energy is joining the U.S. utility industry effort to help rebuild electric infrastructure and restore power to the 
island of Puerto Rico, where hundreds of thousands of residents are still without electricity after being slammed by 
Hurricane Maria last fall. 

Yesterday, about 75 of our North Carolina line workers and support personnel departed Raleigh and Charlotte to help 
repower Puerto Rico. They are part of a larger contingent of more than 200 employees from Duke Energy operations in 
the Midwest, Carolinas and Florida who are taking part in the effort. 

Our team will join personnel from nearly two dozen other U.S. electric companies deploying resources - a total of nearly 
1,500 additional restoration workers. 










The workers will join the Puerto Rico Electric Power Authority (PREPA), FEMA and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
(USACE), which have had incident management teams on the island since early December completing damage 
assessments of Puerto Rico's energy grid and developing a coordinated restoration plan. 

Our company has a long history of helping utilities in the U.S. recover and rebuild after storms and other natural 
disasters. We've also benefitted greatly from mutual assistance from other utilities when our system has been severely 
damaged and our customers were in the dark, most recently with Hurricane Matthew and Hurricane Irma. We're proud 
of the tremendous team working to repower Puerto Rico and return life to normal for its citizens. 

While our teammates are deployed to Puerto Rico, our line workers and support personnel - including contractor 
resources - remain in the communities we serve and stand ready to respond to winter storms across all Duke Energy 
service territories.
